The range of 40-300 mPaS 
was claimed in original claim 9 (since canceled) and has support in the specification. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose or suggest an additive for the production of paper or 
paperboard comprising starch which has been degraded to a viscosity level of 10-500 mPa-s and 
cationized to a charge of 0.36-1.46 mEq/g (with degradation or cationization taking place in any 
order). Prior art papermaking additives do not comprise starch that exhibits the claimed 
viscosity and having the claimed charge level.
